proceeds to amend the former Acts by 
substituting, ‘‘one month,” for

mouth, Aprilthis indictment was 
found in the Superior Court. This 
was in violation of the purpose of 
the Act; therefore, we ought not 
to sustain the indictment unless we 
are forced by inflexible rules to do so. 
Respect for the Legisiature, aud re- 
gards forthe rights of ithe citizens, 
induce us to direct the indictment 
to be quashed, if we can. The Con- 
stitution Art, 4, S. 35, gives the 
Justice of the Peace exclusive origi- 
nal jurisdiction ‘‘when the punish- 
ment cannot exceed a tineof fifty 
dollars or imprisonment for one 
month.’’ But this is to be “under 
such regulations as the General As- 
sembly shall presecribe,’’ The Gen- 
eral Assembly has prescribed  reg- 
ulations (1) That the complaint 
must not be by collusion, and must 
be by the party injured (2) It must 
be made within six months, and in 
writing, and under oath. It has 
frequently been discussed, whether, 
when the Legislature fixes the pun- 
ishiment for any given offence within 
the limits of a tifty dollar fine or one 
month imprisonment, it thereby be- 
comes cegnizable before a Justice fo 
the exclusion of the Superior Court, 


and we have held that it did not. If 


the punishment cs so limited, and all 
the regulations are observed, and the 
Justice takes jurisdiction, then, 
doubtless, it is “ex@lusion.”’ But 
though the punishment be limited, 
yet if any of the regulations are neg- 
lected, or ifthe regulations do not 
cover the case; then the jurisdiction 
of the Superior Court, which is gen- 
eral, remains in order that offenses 
may notgo unpunished. But here 
we may have an offence, the punish- 
mentof which is fixed within the 


constitutional limits for a Justice of 


the Peace to inflict, and forthe de- 
clared purpose of divesting the juris- 
diction of the Superior Court.

WOMEN’S RIGHTS IN JAPAN. 
A Characteristic View of Woman 
and Her Obligations to Mankind. 


A file of Japanese newspapers— 
that is, papers written by the Japan- 
ese themselves—can hardly fail to 
afford reading ofa novel kind and 
full of amusement, if only from the 
opportunity of comparing Japanese 
ideas With our own on many subjects 
of inte common to them and to 
us. Inalatenumberof the Japan 
Mail we see by the translations of 
several articles from the native press 
there has been an active discussion 
sxoing forward on the last subject we 
should have expected in Japan— 
‘* Woman’s rights.’”” One writer, re- 
ferring to a previous thesis of Messrs. 
Mori and Tukuzawa, who maintain- 
ed the equal rights of husband and 
wife, says: 

If we look into the theories of Eu- 
ropeans on this subject, it would ap- 
pear that the yossession of equal 
power by husband and wife is based 
on natural reason. But if we observe 
the practice of Europeans it would 
appear that the power of the wife is 
greater than that of her husband, 
and that this error has been’ brought 
about by the want of a correct view 
of the dictates of nature. We will 
point out examples of this. In going 
through a door the wife first 
und the husband follows her; the 
wife takes the best seat and the hus- 
band the next seat; in visiting, the 
wife is first saluted; in forms of ad- 
dress, the wife is first mentioned. 
Morevoyer, while men are in the com- 

aby of ladies they must be particu- 
ar in their conversation, and are not 
permitted to smoke without the la- 
dies’ permission being first obtained. 
These and like customs are innumer- 
able, and the power of the women is 
far greater than that of the men.”’ 

‘*Kuropeans,”’ he ac- 
customed to these habits, and see 
nothing unreasonable in them, but 
in Oriental eyes they seem strange 
indeed.”” Strange and not reasona- 
ble he clearly thinks them; and re- 
ferring tothe prohibition to smoke 
before ladies because they do not 
like, he thinks they should leave the 
room in that case, and not curtail a 
man’s freedom and limit his pleas- 
ures when there is, nothing immoral 
in smoking or injurious to the health 
of others.

Want 
of money may have prevented many 
from going farther, but it is almost 
certain, that with few exceptions, all 
have developed intrinsic attractions, 
and discreet management, and here- 
after they will be sought for their 
own merits, and not as a dernier 


on resort. 


Tue floods which threatened to 
be so disastrous on the lower Mais- 
sissippi have been gently distributed 
or absorbed through a region pre- 
viously subjected to drought, and 
the damages are much less than ex- 
pected. But the cotton belt is eve- 
rywhere now subject to an excess of 
rain which mast largely reduce the 
preduction. If this reduction does 
not go too far, it cannot be ® mis- 
fortune. The markets of the world 
are now overstocked, and the manu- 
facturing interests are under a par- 
alysis. A crop like that of !ast year 
would aggravate the existing evil. 
A crop much less than was anticpa- 
ted will give as much money as a 
full one. 

The rains are having a direful 
effect upon the tobacco which is rot- 
ting. This may also be a blessing 
in disguise, for the high prices of 
last winter stimulated an effort to 
unnatural production. 

The only thing that does not suf- 
fer is corn, and that promises su- 
perabundantly. 


THE NEGRO’S RIGHT. 

The correspondent of the Na- 
tional Repnblican, C. N. O. (who is 
said to be C. N. Otey, colored) says 
the negro has not been secured in 
his rights, and asserts that that will 
be a question for the next campaign. 
We had thonght—do still think— 
that the negro has all he ought to 
have, all that he might reasonably 
desire, unless he goes the length of 
John Page. 

We think that the negro, in the 
body politic has been puslied too 
far—far beyond his capacities. 7 his 
is too patent to argue, as the miser- 
able results of negro supremacy in 
South Carolina, Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi fully demonstrate. 

Whatcan be reasonably asked, 
what will be cordially granted, is 
assurance of political rights and the 
protection of person and property. 
But there is always behind this 
claim something more imperative— 
something looking to the most libe- 
ral yielding of the broadest construc- 
tion of the Civil Rights bill. And 
at this point we ask tae negro to 
stop. We cannot entrust to his 
hands a power which no demonstra- 
tion yet made shows he is capable 
of exercising. 

Those white men have erred who 
have tried to force the negro up to 
this point. They have shut their 
eyes to facts, and they haye made a 


erious political blunder. The 
good sense of the North must come 
io the support of the good sense of 
the South which refuses naturally to 
yield to the demands of newly k- 
censed ignorance impelled by reck- 
less party zeal. 

And tothose men who push the 
negro to this unreasonable point, 
we speak of ostracism, and to no 
other. 


THE VITAL ERROR.

Sale of the Northera Paciiic. 

The speaking of the sale 
of the Northern Pacific, says: The 
Northern Pacific Railway was sold at 
public auction yesterday, under de- 
cree of the United States Circuit 
Court, The purchaser was John- 
ston Livingston. Chairman of the 
Purchasing Committee of the bond- 
holders, and the amount bid was the 
nominal sum of sloom00, The sale 
included the road, with all the Com- 
pany’s franchises and property,except 
the lauds which have been patented 
and certified. and which will be sold 
on sixty days’ notice hereafter. 

The only bid wasthat by Mr. Liv- 
ingston. ‘The $100.000 bid was paid 
in cash by the Purchasing Commit- 
tee, who will be reinbursed by the 
new management ofthe road. This 
sum was fixed in the decree of the 
Court ordering the sale, in order to 
pay the legal expense of settling the 
affairs of the Company.

‘The 
girl loved ‘“‘Andy,”’ and they had 
many interviews at the back garden 
gate. Andy resolved to etnirvrate to 
fast Tennessee, and, after an aitec- 
tionate parting interview with his 
“sweetheat’’ at the classie back vate, 
he set out across the mountains. The 
young lady atterwards married a 
iarmer, and lived to see her first love 
made President of the United States, 
Johnson never saw her but once 
again. In isos he made speeches in 
North Carolina, nick, in the course of 
the canvass, sought out the loved of 
his early days. she was living upon 
a farm, the wife ofa very plain man 
andin the most moderate circum- 
stances.

Before Polk, 
and after Washington, not one ea- 
cept Harrison, who dicd at 6s, left 
the world at less than 73. The series 
is noteworthy.

Monroe 
tu 75, Jolin Quincy Adams to 
Jackson to 75, and Van Buren to S80, 
Ait this point a signal change eecurs, 
Polk died at 54, Taylor at 60, Fill- 
more at $4, Pierce at 65, Buchanan 
at 77, Lineoln at 56, and Johnson 
how passes away at457. The first ten 
of our Presidents averaged 77.8 years 
of life.

The Oldest Man in 


America. 
[From an Ohio letier in the 
Wheeling Register.) Today in this 


Villiage, about three squares from 
our hotel, at his own residence, our 
company visited the oldest man in 
America. He is the elder of two 
men whose portraits appeared in 
Weekly a few days since. 
We round him in his own little corn. 
patch, in the garden, which he with 
is one (left) arm has cultivated. His 
name is Lomer Griflin. He tells me 
that he came to this neighborhood in 
ISio; thathe lad then been married 
over thirty years, and that he mar- 
ried in Connecticut at the age of “two 
and twenty.” This would make 
him now one hundred and = nine 
yeas old; but from his appearance 
and from the best data to be obtained 
here from the best people of the vil- 
linge Lam satisfied that he is now 
one hundred and sixteen years old. 
I can give you afew of his habits as 
given by himself, and your readers 
can determine for themselves wheth- 
er they will adopt them in order that 
they may grow old, 

Hie has never used tobacco in any 
form; bas used whiskey all his iife., 
as most people did in ye olden time: ; 
Went to bed and rose early when he 
had to werk hard, but since then 
gets up when he ‘‘gets ready’’; eats 
plain food; and voted the Whig and 
now votes the Republican ticket. 
Some forty years ago his right arm 
was broken by a falling tree. He 
‘carried the dangling iimb at his side 
until some years ago, When he had it 
aniputated, Standing in his presence 
nade two of the gray-haired, vener- 
able men of our party feel young 
again, but l willnot say they were 
so juvenated that they jumped up 
and eracked their feet together three 
times and whistled ‘‘Yankee Doo- 
die.’ Allinall, he is a remarkable 
specimen, 

Mention was made in these col- 
unins some weeks avo of the discov- 
ery olf malleable or toughened glass. 
It is, as we then stated, the inven- 
tion of an ingenious Frenehman, M. 
deta Bastice, and if all that is said of 
it is true, it shouid not be long ere it 
becomes an article of ordinary trade 
and common use. A late number of 
the Mechanical News SaVs that sam- 
pies of the glassware made by this 
process have been submitted by M. 
Pastie’s American agents tothe Coop- 
er Institute fortest, and itis under- 
stood that they fully confirm the ac- 
connts already given, The new glass 
is claimed to be from eighty to one 
hundred times as strong as common 
giass, whilecosting only five per cent. 
more, the matter of price being a very 
importantone, if the improvement 
isto be of a yeneral benefit. The 
prootsoftheextraordinary toughness 
of the glass has been of various kinds, 
butalways highly convincing. It 
can be broken, of course, but not 
without applying unusual force. For 
instance, it required half fpound 
weight, falling trom a height of six 
feet, to break a piece of the strength- 
ened glass six inches square, set 
loosely in a wooden frame like a 
schoolboy’s slate, while a piece of 
plate glass of the same size was easily 
broken by a two-ounce weight fall- 
ing two feet. One peculiarity of the 
new glass is that when it does break 
if goes utterly to atoms, the whole 
niass crumbling at once; but as this 
cal occur only from blows or shocks 
Which itisnotlikely to receive in 
practical use, the point is chiefly one 
of scientiile interost. A thin}ptate of 
this glass can be thrown aeross a 
large room without breaking, and in 
one Uistuncea small tube of their 
twisted glass, placed in a vice, was 
broken with pincers only after severe 
alattemptsand much muscular exer- 
tion. M. dela Bastie, however, is 
not destined to a peaceful enjoyment 
of his triumph. One Charles Pieper 
has iound a Way of toughening glass 
Which the German papers say is su- 
perior to the Bastie process, making 
equally strong and purer and clearer 
‘The Association of German 
Giass-makers lave been negotiating 
with M. astie forthe right to use 
hixsinvention, his price being the 
tuodest sum of eight million dollars: 
bul a report was lately circulated that 
having heard of Mr. Pieper, the 
turned a cold shoulder to the {Ahonen 
inventor, hoping to make an easier 
bargain with his rival. M. Bastie’s 
Atberigan agents, however, deny the 
truth of this story, and state the sale 
of the Bastie process to the German 
giassmakers was consummated in 
May last,on what term has not trans. 
pired. The development of the new 
idea will be watched with interest by 
all civilized communities.—Pa/t. Ga-

Release of the South Carolina Thiet 
Parker, trcm Prison—A Gross Ju- 
dicial Outrage. The thief now at 


Liberty. 

CHARLESTON, S. G., Avg. 
There was an exciting time last ev- 
ening in Columbia caused by the pro- 
ceedings under habeas corpus for the 
release of ex-Treasurer Parker. The 
application was heard at tive p. m. 
before Judge Mackey, Parker's coun- 
sel claiming his discharge under pro- 
visions of Constitution 
imprisonment for debt. The sheriffs 
return allege that the case was one of 
fraud, a charge which is expressly 
excepted the constitutional 
prohibition of imprisonment tor debt, 
and after argument Judge Mackey 
released the prisoner. The Court room 
was filled with an excited crowd and 
Parker was immediately rearrested 
on 8 criminal warrant for grand 
larceny, but bis counsel waiyed an 
examination and urging the amount 
involved in alleged robbery had no- 
thing to do with the amount of bail. 
They succeeded in getting him re- 
leased on $2,000 bail. It is generally 
believed that Parker will escape and 
forfeit the bail. The Ne i's and 
Courier denounces the release of Par- 
ker as a gross judicial outrage, and a 
job put up by certain State officials 
who feared Parker would implicate 
them in his enormous robbery.
